care  of  which  the  t,iblet  was  given.

Durand  simulated  death  in  order 
to  obtain  150,000  francs,  about  $6,280. 
from  an  Insurance  company.  Ac- 
cording to  a  statement  which  he 
made  In  court,  the  idea  for  the 
.swindle  came  to  him  one  day  after 
he  had  had  aunstroka  during  ex- 
erelaea. 

He  took  twelve  cachets  of  quinine 
to  send  up  his  temperature  Two 
tloctor.s  examined  the  r^'i'imt  vvhosr 
.state  was  apparently  extremely 
grave.  The  next  day  his  accom- 
plice, a  woman,  went  to  one  of  them 
and  said  that  Durand  had  died  dur- 
ing the  night.  In  view  of  the  con- 
dition the  invaltd  had  been  In  the 
previous  day,  the  doctor  sUnod  the 
death  certificate. 

REALI.STIC  CORPSE 

With  his  hands  and  face  covered 
with  nne  chalk,  dressed  in  hie  best 
suit,  and  aurroundcd  by  candles, 
Durand  made  a  reaii.stlc  corpse,  and 
his  relatives  came  to  pay  tlieir  last 
respects,  in  the  full  belief  that  tlieir 
dcnr  one  had  "departed"  forever. 

Finally  came  the  moment  for 
placing  the  "body"  in  the  coffin. 
Pretending  that  her  family's  re- 
ligion requhrod  oempiete  privacy  for 
this  rite,  the  woman  perauaded  the 
undertaker^  man  to  leave  ner  alone 
In  the  room. 

PUT  DL'MMV  IN  COFFIN 
Immediately  the  "dooooaed"

■och  s  iniMliB  worica  procramme  wovikl  IneTltably 
mean  additional  taxation,  and  that  Is  one  of  the 
causes  which  have  helped  to  promote  unempiuy- 
ment.  Mr.  Oreen,  in  other  words.  wotUd  fos- 
ter those  conditions  which  Increase  the  disease 
Instead  of  promoting  the  cure.  The  task  of 
govemmenta  In  the  matter  of  unemployment 
should  be  to  promote  those  conditions  which 
foster  industrial  development  whereby  more  work 
If  crested.  Unemployment  esn  only  be  cured  by 
an  extension  of  the  arena  of  productive  work: 
not  by  public  works  which  are  so  often  unproduc- 
tive end  only  amount  to  ornamental  expendi- 
tures. 

No  Government  is  so  equipped  linancially 
that  It  Mm  provide  work  for  aU  the  unemployed 
without  Imposing  new  taxation.  No  programme 
of  public  works  has  approached  anywhere  near 
the  Boclelistic  expecUtlons  of  lU  proponents. 
Public  works  do  not  create  industry  of  the  con- 
tlnutnf  character.  They  are  stop  gaps  only  m 
meetlBff  the  unemployment  problem.  With  the 
e.xpertrnrc  of  other  countries  as  Its  guide  the 
United  States  should  be  in  a  position  to  make 
some  more  construettve  efforts  to  meet  Its  unem- 
ployment problem,  other  than  that  suge;ested  by 
Mr.  Green.  What  he  should  do  is  to  urge  his 
Oovemment  to  give  a  ttlmulue  to  Indoetrlel  de- 
velopment by  .'^uch  a  fiscal  policy  as  will  promote 
trade.  The  cure  for  depression  rests  with  the 
pe(^le  themsehres.  not  with  fovemmento  at  «U. 
In  a  majority  of  the  cases  where  govern- 
ments have  sought  to  cure  economic  ills  all 
th«y  have  done  la  to  InereMO  taxation  and  thus 
perpetnate  those  ills  The  worst  disease  from 
whwh  the  economic  world  sufifers  is  too  much 
govemnwntaf  tnterferenee.  The  people  abould 
rely  on  themselves,  not  on  the  paternillsm  of 
government*.

;  '  I  under  the  best  aipeetfi  ocean  ve.ssel 
owners  are  not  likely  to  look  with  favor  on  tlie 
longer  Inland  voyage  ap  the  St  Lawmae  and 
into  tbO  Great  Lakes.  Even  were  thry  so  in- 
clined thtte  would  have  to  be  definite  aasui  uiictsj  ai^out 
of  full  eargoee.  In  other  worda.  Mieh  transpor- 
tation w  Milfl  bp  con.slgned  to  bulk  rnrgoes  Wheat 
cargoes  might  be  assured  for  outward  bound  voy- 
ages but  vessels  would  not  travel  light  In  order 
to  secure  theise.  The  Journal  of  Commerce  admits 
there  might  be  some  diversion  of  pacHge  freight 
to  the  St.  Lawrenee  route,  but  tl  ttien  foas  on 
to  say: 

"It  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  such  diver- 
sions will  be  Mmlted  by  reason  of  the  high  insur 
ancp  rates  on  both  hulls  and  cargo  which  must 
be  charged  by  underwriters  on  account  of  the 
greater  rtak  attending  movement  of  vessels  in  a 
waterway  of  this  character,  as  compared  with 
those  traversing  less  confined  channels.

^The  Citizens'  Recreatton  Rooms  for  those  who 
are  out  of  work  have  now  been  In  existence  for  a 
number  of  months  and  have  fully  Justified  all 
thb  hopes  of  their  sponsors— the  churches  of  the 
community.  Not  only  do  they  fill  a  want  hi  the 
lives  of  those  who  are  .unfortunately  situated 
at  the  present  time,  but  their  ii^stitutlon  has  been 
the  means  as  well  of  finding  work  for  a  per- 
centage of  those  to  whom  it  caters.  The  rooms 
have  been  used  by  an.  average  of  ISO  men  dally, 
and  In  all  400  are  availing  themselves  of  the 
facilities  they  provide.  This  is  all  done  at  a  very 
trifling  ccst  con.sldering  the  benefits  dispensed, 
bui  that  cost  has  been  subscribed  voljintarUy  and 
must  continue  to  be  so  subscribed  If  the  Recrea- 
tkii  SooaM  are  to  conUnue  to  functkm.

But  when  a 
man  or  a  country  attempts  ttie  ap> 
parently  Impossible  for  world  benefit 
and  acronipfi.shes  it  we  do  not  call 
it  chaiK  (■  In  .such  a  <  ase,  bi'cause 
we  bcllevr  thai  (Jod  heljxs  those  wlio 
help  themselves  In  a  struggle  for 
the  welfare  of  men,  then  we  believe 
also  that  the  apparently  Impnsslhlf 
has  ban  aeoonwUehed  by  more 
than  human  ageaey.  To  believe 
otherwise  is  to  believe  In  an 
Ood  or  no  Ood  at  all. 

Tennyson  writes  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria'.s  counsellors  as  men  who  knew 
how  to  take  occasion  by  the  hand 
and  make  the  bounds  of  Baplie 
broader  yet." 

And  becau.se  history  attests  that, 
on  the  whole,  this  world-wide  Brit- 
Lsh  Enip.re  i.s  fhe  Rreat^.st  ;ecular 
agency  for  the  good  of  manliind,  we 
refuse  to  believe  that  anything 
whleh  is  a  help  to  that  Anplre  is  a 
matter  of  chance.  At  great  coat  to 
Itself  In  Mood  and  treasure,  this 
Empire  has  stood  through  centuries 
for  the  welfare  and  free<loni  of 
mankind.  It  has  policed  the  seas 
of  the  world  for  the  same  purpose 
at  a  fntA  price,  as  Kiphng  says: 

"If  blood  be. the  price  of  admiralty

Broadly  speaking,  people  value 
unselfish  toll  and  sacrlflee.  People 
do  not  make  pUgrlmages  to  the 
abodes  of  the  selfish,  but  th^  wUl 
cross  the  world  and  make  a  shrine 
of  some  place  where  men  have  sac- 
rifloed  for  the  welfare  of  the  race. 
FATHBRg  C7  CONmWBATION 
The  Fathera  or  Oonfederatton  in 
Canada  have  passed  to  their  rest 
and  reward.  They  were  men  who 
did  not  rest  .satislled  with  achieving 
commonplace  things  which  would 
come  easily  witiim  their  reach.  They 
strove,  for  years,  to  bring  about 
Confederation  of  provinces  where 
diverse  racial  and  religious  questkms 
seemed  to  make  It  impossible.  But 
with  toil  and  sacrlflee  they  socom- 
pllshed  their  task  and  this  strong, 
new  nation  of  ours  reveres  their 
memory. 

One  of  the  things  in  the  mind  of 
those  early  statesmen  was  ttie  hope 
of  a  railway  that  would  cross  the 
contment  and  weld  the  scattered 
parts  of  the  new  lond  In  a  great 
unity.  This  idea  of  a  transconti- 
nental railway  was  rlidiculed  as  a 
mad  and  Impossible  project. 

A  Rreat  explorer.  Captain  Palli.-^^'r. 
who  .silent  three  years  In  the  mown- 
tain.-i  for  the  Rriti.ih  Oovemment, 
declared  that  no  railway  could  be 
built  across  the  continent  on  Brit- 
ish soil.  Rival  railway  interests  put 
barbed  wire  fences  around  the 
world's  ftaiandal  centres  so  that  the 
new  project  could  get  no  money. 
Captains  of  finance  said  there  were 
spaces  on  the  propased  line  that 
would  exhaast  all  the  siidsidv  Cth- 
ada  would  offer  They  would  have 
said  more  if  they  knew  that  to  make 
a  road  bed  through  the  Laurentlan 
rock-s  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake 
Superior  would  cost  in  some  places 
half  a  million  a  mile.  TTiere  was  a 
muskeg  east  of  Winnipeg  which 
swaOowed  abt  tradi  before  a 
foundation  for  the  railway  could  be 
found  over  what  seemed  a  bottom - 
ICM  pit  There  were  parts  of  the 
mountains  where  the  need  for 
trestles  and  bridges  and  tunnels 
v/ould  discourage  a  race  of  giants.
